Ar this Theatre, last night, after the Drama of The Irish Girl, 
TheMarriage of Figaro was pertormed, and introduced Mrs. Evans 
in the character of Susanna; we cannot call the attempt a yery suc- 
cessful one, the acting part was miserably inefficient, the brogue was 
terribly prominent, and her execution of the masic allotted to Susanna, 
was not so good as she had led us to suppose it would be from her other 
efforts, her adaption of Dé tanti palpili was an absolute failure. Mrs. 
Keeley’s Page, and G. Penson’s Figaro were excellent.. Mr. Wrench 
in Count Almaviva, reminds us of the mock duke in The Honeymoon, 
he should never be put in parts above the grade of a valet, he always 
appears like one apeing his master. Miss Ferguson's Barbarina de- 
serves favourable mention, as do all this young lady’s performances from 
her constant attention to the business of the scene, she always evinces, 
and her excellent bye play. We need hardly add that Bartley made 
a capital Antonio. The Spring Lock concluded.—The house was ex- 
ceedingly full. 

AMATEOR TaeaTricats.—In ‘a town, in the West of England, cele- 
brated for its fondness for Amateur Theatricals, we were some time since 
present at an amatuer representation of the Garden Scene, in Romeo 
and Juliet ; not being very rich in scenery they had ingeniously con- 
trived to make a baleony with old boxes, &e. decorated with evergreens 
and flowers ; ‘“‘ the ineonstant moon,” we discovered by an accident, 
was a lamp placed behind some oil-paper, which was pinned over the 
seat of a useful bed-chamber article. The house was crowded with 
the neighbouring beauty and fashion—all was expectation—the ena- 
moured Romeo entered, and after sundry bows to the audience, come 
menced “‘ He jests at scars who never felt a wound” —but there stopped, 
for no “light” broke through the window in the form of the fair Juliet;
